Since November, the assail­ 
ants have killed 12 whites and 
wounded six. others. The latest 
killing occurred Tuesday night 
in a quiet neighborhood near 
San Francisco State University. 
The stop-and-search program, 
similar to one adopted in the 
manhunt for the ‘‘Zodiac” killer 
about two years ago, was 
instituted Wednesday. 
Police disclosed Friday night 
that they had stopped 105 
persons in the second day of 
the controversial program but 
they got no definite clues. 
Police Chief of Inspectors 
Charles A. Barca said that 
patrolmen, have been given, 
secret "additional information’ 
to aid them in trying to 
pinpoint the killers. He did not 
elaborate. 
A witness to Tuesday night’s 
slaying gave police a descrip­ 
tion of the victim’s assailant. 
This has been passed out 'to ail 
uniformed officers and detec­ 
tives. But police officials said 
they were convinced more than 
one person was involved in all 
the attacks, which has oc­ 
curred at night and in quiet 
neighborhoods. 
Thursday night a. young' 
husband was killed and his wife 
raped by an intruder in the 
Potrero Hills 
section.

assailant had identified himself 
as 
the “Zebra.” However, 
homicide inspectors said they 
were sure he was not one of 
'those who had attacked whites 
on the street.

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Public, tax-supported, hospitals, 
as well as private ones, have a 
legal right to refuse use of their 
facilities for abortions. 
This interpretation of a 1973 
law liberalizing abortions under 
terms of a U.S. Supreme Court 
decision, came Friday f r o m 
Atty. Gen. Theodore L. Sendak 
in response to a query f r o m 
Indiana Health Commissioner 
Dr. William T. Paynter and from 
Rep. Richard B. Wathen, R-Jeff 
ersonville. 
Both state officials posed iden­ 
tical requests for an opinion 
from the attorney general as to 
whether a county general hospi-

the law to make its facilities 
available on demand. The answe 
returned by Sendak was no. 
"By enacting Public Law No. 
322(the replacement for Indi­ 
ana’s 
nullified 
anti-abortion 
law) during' its 1973 session, the 
Indiana 
General 
Assembly 
clearly stated that no hospital, 
whether public or private, is re­ 
quired to permit the use of its 
facilities for the performance of 
abortions,' the opinion states. 
The 1973 law contains o n e 
section stating that “no pri­ 
vate or denominational hospital 
shall be required to permit its 
facilities to be utilized for the 
performance of abortions auth­ 
orized under the provisions of 
this chapter.” This led to a ques­ 
tion whether by implication the 
public, tax-supported hospital 
was required to permit its fa­ 
cilities to be used for abortions. 
However, Sendak pointed to 
another section of the same law 
stating that “no individual may 
be compelled to perform an 
abortion against his will. NO' hos­ 
pital may be required to permit 
its facilities to be utilized for 
the performance of abortions.” 
He said he felt that “the term 
‘no’ is universal; the statute 
applies to all hospitals, whether 
private, denominational, public 
or tax-supported in 'whole or in. 
part.” 
Prior to the U.S. Supreme 
court’s decision that struck down 
the laws of several states, in­ 
cluding Indiana, abortions were 
permitted only to save the life 
of the mother. 
Under the replacement law, 
abortions may 'be performed 
by a physician in a licensed 
health facilities or hospital dur­ 
ing the first trimester (about 
three months) of pregnancy. Af- 
er that an abortion may be per­ 
formed only in a hospital under 
specified conditions.

Banker Safe, Kidnap 
For Ransom Fails 
FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(UPI) — A. bank executive who 
said he wras held for at least 16 
hours by kidnapers demanding 
$60,000 ransom was found alive 
early today after swimming for 
his life in the choppy Atlantic 
Ocean. 
Fort Lauderdale detective 
William Mix said Albert L. 
Dantzler was either pushed into 
the water or allowed to jump 'in 
from a boat off the coast. He 
said Dantzler swam ashore 
nearly exhausted at 1:18 a.m. 
“I don’t know’, and I don’t 
know if he knows, whether he 
was given a chance to sw’im for 
it or was going to be killed,” 
said Mix, who escorted. Dant­ 
zler to the Broward General 
Hospital .where he was admit­ 


ted for observation. 
“He had been in the water 
quite awhile but he honestly did 
not know how long—he just had 
no idea,” said Mix. Dantzler 
was barefoot and wearing a 
knit shirt and green walking 
shorts when he came ashore. 
Dantzler, 43, telephoned the 
City National Bank of Halland­ 
ale about 9:05 a.m. Friday and 
said he had been kidnaped by 
“some bastards” who wanted 
$60,000 in small bills for his 
release. Dantzler is an assistant 
vice president of the bank.

officials quickly assembled the 
ransom, money and left the 
package as instructed in a 
trash container.

Can’t Play Poker On State Time 
And Keep Job; Man Is Fired 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - An 
Indiana State Highway Depart­ 
ment foreman lost his job Fri­ 
day on the grounds that he 
promoted poker games on state 
time. 
A spokesman for 'the highway 
department announced, t h a t 
Frederick Mai an, foreman of 
the Beanblossom unit of the 
Bloomington subdistrict, Sey­ 
mour district, was dismissed 
Friday along with his brother, 
Robert, one of the employes 
under his supervision. 
“This was done on. the basis, 
of findings by the Indiana State 
police which we requested and 
w’hich have been reviewed by 
State Highway Chairman Rich­ 
ard Boehning and Executive Di­ 
rector Roger Marsh,” David 
Waggoner, the highway commis­ 
sion secretary, explained. 
“Frederick Malan was dis­ 
missed as a result of leadership 
in promoting card-playing on 
state property and the apparent 
falsification of the time card of 
his brother, Robert, an employe 
under his supervision,” Wag­ 
goner said. “Robert Malan, was 
dismissed, as an accessory of 
the time card matter.” 
Waggoner said that standing 


alone, neither the poker games 
nor the time card are “anything 
criminal.” But he said that on 
the basis of the state police in­ 
vestigation, 
Boehning 
and 
Marsh felt the grounds were 
sufficient to fire 'the two broth­ 
ers, 
However, Boehning asked the 
state police to submit their 
findings to the Brown County 
prosecutor and also asked the 
State Board of Accounts to re­ 
view the report which covers 
several other matters in addi­ 
tion 'to' the poker games and the 
time cards.

This, portion of the 
state police report is being sent 
to the Brown County prosecutor 
and the State Board of Ac­ 
counts.

“We have found the recent 
action of the Indianapolis Board 
of School Commissioners to be 
premature, unduly disruptive to 
education, damaging to student 
and teacher morale and con­ 
trary to the intent of the court’s 
previous order,* Jensen said. 
‘Those with the responsibility 
have used their authority to 
tactically fight the courts and 
intentionally run the risk of 
ruining education,” Hirschinger 
said. “We put the boards of all 
affected corporations on notice 
that it .is time to take a .respon­ 
sible look at what is happening. 
Teachers are professional edu­ 
cators and their interests have 
not yet been represented.’

HICKORY STARY, Tenn. — 
A couple of transplanted Hoos­ 
iers operating a resort here on 
Norris Lake find more and more 
Indiana residents making the 
drive to the south where fishing 
is great and scenery unmatched. 


Bill, and Carolyn Bradshaw, 
formerly of Colfax, famous for 
its catfish specializing restau­ 
rant, moved here eight years 
ago and have no desire to leave 
this shoreline. 


“We get quite a few of you 
flatianders down here,” chuckled 
Carolyn Bradshaw, noting that 
a lot of anglers head for Norris 
in search of walleyes, small- 
mouth bass, largemouth bass, 
and those big southern crappi.es. 
Bill Nichols of Clinton, Tenn., 
is the recognized top angler 
on the lake, and he looks for­ 
ward to each minute he can 
spend on the deep, crystal clear 
waters of Norris. 
“You see that point over there, 
son,” said Nichols, pointed to 
one of the many points where 
fishing is most productive, 
“W’hy, son, we were pickin’ bass 
off that point like blackberries 
last spring.” 
Spring is one of the better 
times to fish Norris, and sever­ 
al Hoosiers took time last week 
to stop and make a cast. Max 
Pinkerton of Anderson was among 
those anglers. While Pinkerton 
found the fishing tough, he was 
able to land some smallmouth 
and a few walleyes. 
This writer in the company of 
Nichols and two other top Nor­ 
ris anglers—Fred Young of Oak 
Ridge, Tenn.., and creator of the 
now-famous Big O lure, and Dr. 
R. P. Greer of Knoxville —saw 
a fine stringer of fish taken 
from Norris last week. The 
string included smallmouth, wall­ 
eye, crappie, largem outh and 
white bass. 
Nichols turned up his nose at 
the two-pound, walleyes produc­ 
ed that day. 
“Why, them’s little ones. Most 
of the time, you get four-pound­ 
ers and. up,” he said... At one 
time, Norris was the home of 


the world record w alleye—a 
17-pound, plus monster. That re­ 
cord has moved to another Ten­ 
nessee lake, but there are still 
plenty of big fish in Norris. 
Best fishing succeas at Norris 
is realized through using the jib 
and eel—fly and rind in the 
South. Every fish taken by our 
fishing party came on the fly 
and rind. 'The' fly and rind is 
simply a leaded jig with hair or 
feathers with a piece of pork 
rind attached. 


Nichols sets up in deep water 
off the many rocky points in 
the lake and casts to the bank. 
A tight line must be kept at 
all times; for most strikes come 
on the downward fall of the bait. 
He “skips” the lure across lake 
bottom quickly, not letting the 
bait settle into rocks thereb; 
becoming snagged. 
The lake is also a good piuj 
lake at other times of the yea 
—particularly in the shallov 
waters of the upper end of thi 
34.000 acre Tennessee Valle 
Authority reservoir. Sum me 
fishing provides good humi# a 
night, but local anglers prefe 
fishing in the dead of winter- 
December and January. 
Norris has 800 miles of shore 
line and is deep—over 100 fee 
deep in the main channel 
and 85 feet deep or more ol 
the Hickory Star boat dock. 
The dam. was built in 1936 b 
the TVA, and Interstate 75 prt 
vides an easy route to the lake 
Norris is about 90 miles nort 
of Knoxville, in the foothills c 
the G reat Smoky Mountains 
It's a seven-hour drive at 5 
m .p.h. from the indianapoli 
area to Hickory Star, and mor 
and more “flatianders” from Ii 
diana, Ohio and Kentucky ar 
making the trip during the enei 
gy crisis and accompanying hlg 
gasoline prices instead of hea< 
ing north. 
Hilly terrain with steep ridg 
lines and green valleys provit 
spectacular visitas for travelei 
and many scenic roads into ti 
area make sightseeing easy. Ti 
rocky landscape reminds one 
upper Minnesota or Canada—« 
pecially the Norris shorelin* 


Other Editors— 
NEWSMEN OR ALCHEMISTS? 
The polls show that people have forgotten 
the Watergate homicide while they are every 
more stirred up by things like the tax 
problems of the President; the murky 
Watergate situation in Washington; and the 
farcical flap over Secretary of State Conrad’s 
“Master Plan” in Indianapolis. 
When you get right down to it. Water was 
nothing but a misdemeanor breaking and 
entering that got nobody anything but 
trouble, and the master plan affair seems to 
be even less than that. 
We've seen the master plan, and aside for 
some deprecatory remarks about certain 
Hoosier politicians and journalists, it’s 
hardly the kind of thing that should scar a 
man for life, even if he wrote it. 
Sometimes, it seems to us that journalists 
have tried to substitute themselves for 
people's consciences rather than just appeal­ 
ing to them The result has been some pretty 
twisted morality 
For instance, a traitor called Daniel 
HSsburg becomes the hero of all the college 
campuses in the country for betraying state 
secrets ' 0 the nation's greatest foreign foe; 
and people like Jack Anderson win the 
Pulitzei Award for printing purloined docu­ 
ments involving mortal issues while people 
who attempted to prevent such offenses face 
the loss of their liberty and livelihodd by 
official action of the government. 
This obviously scandalous situation has 
been ignored by most of the press, who have 
whooped Ellsburg on in his crimes and made 
infamous the efforts by certain patriots to 
prevent them. 
All our moral leaders, especially those in 
our business and in television, maintain a 
double standard that is so obvious and open 
that it’s become invisible For instance 
hardly a word was printed of a breakin of 
President Nixon's physician’s office and no 
concerted effort was made to get at the 
perpetrator. It would make as much sense to 
excuse him from his ordeal because of this 
breakin as it did to excuse Ellsburg in 
California because somebody broke into his 
doctor’s office on the east coast. 
The combination of distorted vision by the
